Public schools don’t meet low-income 
needs, charges Black activist Woodson 
PHILADELPHIA (NC) — Charging that public 
schools are not meeting the needs of minority and lower- 
income children, speakers at the 25th anniversary 
celebration of Citizens for Educational Freedom urged 
support for tuition tax credits, vouchers and income tax 
deductions. 


Two hundred parents, politicians, scholars, educators 
and Church leaders attended the series of seminars in 
September in Philadelphia. CEF is a non-sectarian, non- 
partisan organization working for government aid to 
private school students. 


BLACK ACTIVIST Robert Woodson, president of 
the National Center for Neighborhood Enterprise, noted 
an increasing debate over vouchers and tax credits in the 
black community, which he said now supports more than 
450 private schools. 


He attacked Democratic presidential candidate Walter 
Mondale and his running mate, Geraldine Ferraro, as 
“elitists’’ for not supporting tuition tax credits. He said 
they recognize the superiority of private schools and send 
their children there, but ignore lower-income families 
who want to do the same. 


Paul Cruz, administrator in the department of surgery 
at Hahnemann University, Philadelphia, said that despite 
massive increases in funding, public schools are generally 
failing minority children. He said their dropout rate is 
much higher and said those students who stay in school 
fall further behind their grade average each year. 


“(PUBLIC EDUCATION has a negative correlation 


among many minority children,’ he said. ‘‘Many 
Hispanics are being handicapped for life by our public 
schools,’’ 


Cruz and other speakers said that in black, Christian 
and Jewish private schools costs are significantly lower 
than in public schools and_ students do better on 
standardized tests. ‘ 


Jesuit Father Virgil Blum, president of the Catholic 
League for Religious and Civil Rights, said government 
aid to religious institutes is imbalanced.

‘Seamless garment’ idea ripped locally

SAN DIEGO — Earlier this year, many pro-life 
activists strongly disagreed with Chicago’s Cardinal 
Joseph Bernardin, who suggested in December that 
several concerns — including abortion, capital 
punishment and nuclear war — form a “‘seamless 
garment’”’ of life. 


Local pro-life advocates showed Oct. 13 that while they 
disagree on many things and agree on a few, they are 
largely united in their disapproval of the ‘‘seamless 
garment’’ philosophy. 

THOMAS SPENCER drew the ire of many of those 
gathered for ‘‘Strategy 84-85 — On Behalf of Human 
Life.’’ The seminar, sponsored by the Family Life 
Commission of Catholic Community Services, was held 
at Holy Spirit Church hall. About 50 people attended. 


Spencer, who represented the diocesan Peace and 
Justice Commission, talked about the ‘‘interrelatedness’’ 
of the victims of hunger, war and abortion. 


‘Stay away from nuclear holocaust if you’re here to 
talk about abortion,’’ one man said. ‘‘Stay on one issue,”’ 
another participant shouted. 


SPENCER DEFENDED his position as similar to that 
of U.S. Catholic bishops who have spoken on ‘‘more than 
one issue,’’ he said. ‘‘I don’t see the connection that the 
bishops are calling for,’’ a man replied. 


Another participant seized the moment to defend one- 
issue voting — something many pro-lifers feel is the only 
way to defeat abortion, which they consider the primary 
life issue. . :

Parochial school system is ‘deteriorating’; 


heading ‘toward oblivion’, chairman says 


CHICAGO (NC) — The parochial school system is 
deteriorating and the ‘‘pace toward oblivion is bound to 
accelerate,’’ said Dan Herr, chairman of the board of the 
Thomas More Association. 

In the October issue of U.S. Catholic, a monthly 
Claretian magazine, Herr blamed the steady decline of 
Catholic schools on understaffing, higher costs, the 
departure from the classroom of American nuns, and 
U.S. bishops who ‘“‘have little time to devote to schools 
except to announce a closing now and then.”’ 


‘“‘ALTHOUGH, ACCORDING to the most recent 
statistics, the rate of decline in the number of schools and 
the number of pupils has only slightly lessened, it seems 
obvious that in the near future their pace toward oblivion 
is bound to accelerate,’’ Herr said. 

Herr said the ‘‘most critical factor’’ in the closings of 
Catholic schools was the retreat from the classroom by 
American Religious women. 

‘Somewhere ‘near 30 percent of them left their 
convents,’ he said. Other nuns moved to ‘‘more trendy 
apostolates — teaching had become a bore.” 


’ ONE NUN, he said, ‘‘noted the irony that nuns in Iron 
Curtain countries are forbidden to teach by Communist 
authorities who realize the possible danger such teachings 
pose to the government, while in the United States nuns 


from the same order shy away from teaching in favor of 


more glamorous assignments.’’ 


Herr criticized American bishops for being too busy 
‘“‘worrying about the threat of nuclear warfare and the 
evils of capitalism’’ instead of devoting time to saving 


Catholic schools.

‘This is the issue we should be voting for,’’ another 


participant said. 

JOHN SWEM, co-chairperson of the Family Life 
Commission and host of the strategy session, redirected 
the meeting, saying, ‘‘We’re all anti-abortion here.”’ 

It was infinitely evident that while pro-life advocates do 
agree abortion is wrong, they disagree on many other 
things —. including the causes of the acceptance of 
abortion and how to battle it. 

Anne Fitch, a registered nurse who runs the Fitch 
Billings Center and organizes the Shield of Roses rosary 
vigil at Dr. Edward Allred’s abortion clinic, thinks, ‘“The 
contraceptive mentality leads to abortion.”’ 

THE PRIMARY thrust of her work is to fight artificial 
contraception and to teach natural family planning, she 
said. 

She needs registered nurses to volunteer to perform 


- pregnancy tests in a mobile home parked outside Dr. 


Allred’s business. She also asked for volunteers to help 
distribute flyers outside schools. 


Catherine Ewers talked about Birthright in California. 
The San Diego diocese now has three Birthright offices — 
in El Centro, Chula Vista and in San Diego behind St. 
Jude Shrine. 


BIRTHRIGHT WAS born 17 years ago in Canada. It 
provides pregnancy testing, transportation, counseling, 
temporary housing and baby goods, among other things. 
The agency hopes to help women see that it is possible to 
carry a baby to term and that there is an alternative to

EI Centrowomancan'’t live without Church

EL CENTRO — ‘‘The Church could get along 
without me, but I couldn’t get along without the 
Church,’’ said Elizabeth (Lib) McAndrews, from her 
wheelchair where she has been confined since an 
automobile lacerated her spinal cord 16 years ago. 


Lib’s faith seems to keep her from being bitter. ‘I 
know this is only temporary,’’ she said, glancing at her 
paralyzed legs. ‘‘There are no wheelchairs in heaven.”’ 


THE 57-YEAR-OLD wife and mother of three grown 
children struggles to adjust to her handicap. Before the 
accident she taught language arts in El Centro’s public 
schools and was treasurer of Imperial County’s 
Democratic Central Committee. She taught CCD and 
was active in the women’s sodality at her parish, St. Mary 
in El Centro. She enjoyed cleaning the altar and 
decorating the sanctuary where she ‘‘could be close to the 
Blessed Sacrament.’’ 


Then, ‘‘like the snap of a finger,’’ she became a 
paraplegic. ‘“You don’t get used to it,’’ she said. ‘‘You 
just live with it.” 

For Lib, this means continuing her involvement with 
parish projects. She is facilitator for small-group RENEW 
meetings and conducts Bible studies for the same group 
throughout the year. Every morning she reads Scripture 
to her husband, Phil, to whom she has been married 
nearly 35 years. A large Bible displayed on her living 
room coffee table testifies to the prominent place it plays 
in her life. 

LIB ALSO hosts weekly gatherings of St. Mary’s 


Guild, which makes Advent wreaths and Christmas 
decorations to sell in parish fund-raisers. 


SHARE extends its self-help

SAN DIEGO — SHARE has extended its reach across 
the border for a second time with a new food distribution 
program in Mexicali, Mexico. 


Food for Peace, a program of the Agency for: 


International Development, will provide food to be 
distributed in Mexicali through SHARE (Self-Help and 
Resource Exchange). The program targets assistance to 
those in developing countries. 


ITEMS BEING sent to needy persons in the border 
‘city include powdered milk, cheese, butter and cooking 
oil, said David Slater, assistant director of SHARE. Next 
month an ‘‘experimental liquid milk which. requires no 
refrigeration’’ will also be sent, he said. 

Mexicali Bishop Jose Ulises Macias Salcedo said about 
8,000 persons received food from the distribution 
program in September. By November, he hopes the 
program will reach 15,000 people and by December close 
to 30,000. , 

Unlike SHARE in San Diego, ‘participants in 
Mexicali’s Food for Peace program will not have to pay 
for the food, Bishop Salcedo said. 


PERMANENT DEACON Carl Shelton, SHARE’s 
director, said recipients are expected to work in return for 
the food. ‘“‘Each person will work to benefit their own 
community,’’ he said.

A NATIVE of Arizona, Lib was married a year after 
she graduated from the University of Arizona at Tucson. 
She and Phil lived in Phoenix until 1956, then moved to 
‘E] Centro where he is coordinator of the Imperial Valley 
Housing Authority. 


Remembering the pre-Vatican II Church, Lib 
welcomes the changes brought about by the historic 
council. ‘‘The Latin Mass with the priest facing the wall 
didn’t make sense,’’ she said. She finds RENEW

She challenged the diocese to seek government money 
to found homes for unwed mothers under 18. Both the 
residences she can refer young women to are full much of 
the time. ‘‘It’s time we seriously consider that the 
Catholic Church do something about the -15-year-old 
pregnant girl,’’ Ewers said. 


Joan Patton said the Right to Life Council, which she 
represented at the strategy session, is a ‘‘political arm’’ in 
the fight against abortion. Its goal is to pass a human life 
amendment to the U.S. Constitution. 


THE RIGHT to Life Council surveys candidates on 
their attitudes toward abortion. The 10-year-old effort has 
become controversial lately because some candidates for 
county and city positions charge that abortion will never 
be an issue of local government. 


“‘We really have a job out here. If we make any 


- headway in the state of California, that’s great,’’ Patton 


said. Pro-lifers have to fight a ‘‘mindset”’ in California, 
she added. 


‘‘We support non-violence. We support compassion,’ 
Patton said, describing the ‘‘street counseling’’ and guest 
speaking at schools performed by the San Diego Right to 
Life Council. 


THE COUNCIL also compiled a controversial 
physicians’ survey and published a list of what doctors 
will and will not perform abortions and what doctors refer 
pregnant women to doctors who will abort.

Because a diversity of opinion exists in the Catholic 
community regarding abortion, ‘‘Catholics should not seek the 
kind of legislation that curtails the legitimate exercise of the 
freedom of religion and conscience or discrimination against 
poor women,’’ argued a full-page advertisement which appeared 
recently in The New York Times. 


Sponsored by Catholics for a Free Choice, the ad was titled ‘‘A 
Diversity of Opinions Regarding Abortion Exists Among 
Committed Catholics: A Catholic Statement on Pluralism and 
Abortion’’ and was signed by some 100 priests, nuns and lay 
men and women. 


I claim no special competence regarding the ethics of abortion 
and the appropriate Catholic stance on anti-abortion legislation, 
but I know enough about both these questions and the art of 
public discourse to be troubled by the way the sponsors and 
signers of the statement argued their case. Their logic is seriously 
flawed — no matter how one judges their position on abortion. 

First, they say that ‘“‘a large number of Catholic theologians 
hold that even direct abortion, though tragic, can sometimes be a 
moral choice.’’ Yet only a minority of the signers can, by any 
‘stretch of the imagination, be classed as theologians. However 
competent the majority may be in other disciplines, they are at 
best amateurs in theology. 


Why, then, did the overwhelming majority of theologians 
refuse to sign the statement? Perhaps in anticipation of this 
question, the sponsors indicate in a fine-print postscript that they. 
have included only a partial list of signers. 


The statement, they say, “‘has been signed by many other 
Catholics. In addition 75 priests, Religious and theologians have 
written that they agree with the statement, but cannot sign for 
fear of losing their jobs.”’ 


I will provisionally take their word for that. But it doesn’t 
explain why the majority of American theologians refused to 
sign. How many of these 75 ‘‘secret signers’? are in fact 
theologians? If, as I guess, very few, then the statement is 


. misleading — deliberately or otherwise. 


Second, the statement argues that ‘‘according to data compiled 
by the National Opinion Research Center, only 11 percent of the 


Catholics surveyed disapprove of abortion in all circumstances.’’ 


Reliance on this kind of statistical ‘‘vox-populi’”’ argument on a 
matter as serious as abortion surprises me. 


I know enough about many of the statement’s supporters to be 
certain that they would be appalled if such ‘‘evidence’’ were used 
to support nuclear warfare, capital punishment, discrimination 
against homosexuals, racial and gender discrimination, etc. 


Americans, Catholics included, are sharply divided on these 
and other controversial issues. Would the statement’s supporters 
therefore argue that Catholics should not support legislation in 
these areas? Of course not. Many of them support these causes in 
the name of Christian values, which they presumably consider 
non-negotiable despite the diversity of Catholic opinion. 


What’s going on here? Why this double standard? Why do the 
statement’s supporters appeal to public opinion on the issue of 
abortion, but not on other human life or justice issues? 


While these questions can be properly addressed to all who 
signed the statement, I would address them specifically and very 
pointedly to those among them who, to their credit, have long 
been prominent in Pax Christi and other peace movements. 
They oppose nuclear warfare on moral and ethical grounds, and 
the fact that public opinion might run against them is, from their 
point of view, irrelevant. 

Presumably in issuing this statement its supporters believe 
they have rendered a useful public service. Their flawed logic, 
however, is calculated to do nothing but harm — even to their 
own cause.

Insinuation ‘resented’ 


Recently some of our representatives 
informed us that ‘‘the majority of their 
constituents support the pro-choice 
position on abortion.’’ We resent the 
insinuation that abortion exists because a 
“‘a majority’’ of Americans wills it.

Eleven years ago nine mere men 
intercepted the eternal Word of God and 
“Jegalized’’ the killing of ‘ unwanted 
children. In the meantime, an 
overwhelmingly-male congress has 
succeeded in retaining the legality of that 
sanctioned slaughter. Abortion provides a 
brutally-functioning escape-hatch for 
unprincipled men to find themselves 
confronted with ‘unpleasant situations.’ 
Our congressmen, in condoning that 
practice, reveal a disrespect for the word 
of-God, heartlessness toward the unborn 
and an utter disdain for the dignity and 
well-being of womanhood, and that of 
motherhood — the ‘“‘fountain of all life.’”’ 


The ‘ready remedy’ of the abortion 
mills has had the effect of encouraging a 
morally-repulsive distortion of the 
directive, ‘‘Thou shall not commit 
adultery.’’ The fact of having legally 
protected that loathsome behavior should 
not tempt our legislators to feel that they 
have been magnanimous toward 
womankind. 


Notwithstanding the unruly prevalence 
of promiscuity and abortion we are 
confident that the multitudes of 
idealistically-inclined men and women 
will eventually outlaw the practice of 
abortion, as a legal entity in America.

Pope 


Speaks 


Pope John Paul II stressed the importance of the priest’s 


_ ministry in the sacrament of penance and in spiritual direction 


during an Oct. 9 Mass which concluded a worldwide retreat for 
priests at the Vatican. 


The retreat began Oct. 5 under the sponsorship of the 
International Catholic Charismatic Renewal Office in Rome. It 
also featured a speech by Mother Teresa. 


Pope John Paul told the priests they were called to be teachers 
in the faith of each individual they served, particularly through 
the use of penance and spiritual direction.

“The care of the community,’’ said the pope, ‘‘does not 
dispense from committed attention for individuals; according to 
their spiritual needs and the specific vocation of each one of 
them.”’ 


He also told the priests to educate the faithful to a ‘‘sense of the 
Church.”’ He said this sense is shown in ‘‘love for the doctrine of 
the Church, respect for pastors, in docility and obedience to their 
directives, in openness of mind and heart toward all the members 
of the Church, including other movements and ecclesiastical 
associations and in’a missionary and ecumenical spirit.”’ 


But the pope cautioned those making the charismatic- 
sponsored retreat ‘‘to avoid the danger of radicalizing one’s own 


_ experience as if it were the only one or the most beautiful one’? 


and told them to be open to all aspects of the Church. 


The pope spoke during the homily of a Mass, celebrated in St. 
Peter’s Basilica, which began with a procession of 6,000 priests 
crossing St. Peter’s Square. During the Offertory procession, 
clergy from different parts of the world presented the pope with 
several gifts, including gold coins which they said were ‘‘to 
represent the spirit of poverty and detachment from material 
possessions in the life of the priest.’’ 


Many of the priests attending the retreat were aided by a $1 
million donation from a Dutch businessman who is active in 
charismatic renewal. The conferences, which mostly dealt with 
the theme of holiness, were delivered in seven languages: French, 
Italian, Portuguese, Japanese, Dutch, English and Spanish. 


Nearly 1,000 of the participating priests came from the United

Do we really believe that our song is prayer? 


Do we really believe that our work (our liturgy) as 
the People of God is to give God thanks and praise 
for everything He has done for us? 


Do we really believe, to paraphrase St. Augustine, 
that the person who sings prays twice? 


If we believe any or all of the above statements, why do so 
many “‘believers’’ stand with arms folded, jaws clinched, and lips 
tightly pursed when the cantor, choir director or leader of the folk 
group invites the community to join in song? 


The documents state that music is normative for the liturgy. 
That means that ‘‘a quiet Mass’’ is the exception (is 
“‘abnormal,’”’ if you will). Over and above this, our own 
experience tells us that singing is natural to us as humans. We 
lull our children to sleep with song. We sing to ourselves in the 
shower. We break into song, alone or with others, in moments of 
spontaneous joy and in times of distress and sorrow too. 


When we sing together we perceive ourselves as something 
more than a group of isolated individuals. Song binds us together 
as a community with a common cause. Think of the thrill of 
30,000 voices blending as one in The Star Spangled Banner 
before the opening of a baseball or football game. If we are 
willing to sing with abandon at San Diego Jack Murphy 
Stadium, why not at our local parish for Sunday Eucharist? . 


Of course there will always be some excuse (valid or lame) for 
not singing: ‘‘We don’t know the song,’’ ‘‘We can’t follow the 
cantor,”’ ‘‘The pitch is too high or too low,’’ etc. These criticisms 
need to be addressed. But in the meantime, to refuse to sing is to 
refuse to pray which is to refuse to do one’s work in the liturgy, 
which is to refuse to do the very thing we have come together to 
do in the first place.

There are times in every life when we are forced to face 
threat to our hopes and desires and rethink the way we 
have envisioned our present and future. How often are 
people heard to say ‘‘Just when at last everything was 
going so well, this had to happen?’’ And then the 
agonized cry, “‘Why now? Why us?”’ 


When such times come to each of us, individually, it 
seems as though no one else could ever know what we are 
experiencing nor fully understand the devastating impact. 
But as time goes on and the incidents we call tragedies 
become more familiar to us we learn to cherish the good 
that may be drawn from them and salvage the happiness 
that can be found. Additionally, it grows more clear that 
although unique to us, no pain or suffering is unique in 
human experience, and what we undergo has and will 
continue to be undergone — over and over again — in 
other lives, other hearts. 


IT IS IMPORTANT to recognize that sickness and 
death’ in all their facets are not unusual forms of 
punishment by some malevolent fate. Death is the natural 
consequence of life — we are in a sense dying a little from 
the moment of birth. Suffering is an_ inevitable 
consequence of the imperfect, incompletely developed 
human condition. I have never met anyone who has been 
able to escape either.

We are unrealistic when we expect things to be 
different for us. We are unrealistic when we expect 
suffering to pass us by without touching or to be able to 
control how much should be inflicted on us. All those 
tragedies that happen to ‘‘other people”’ are also available 
to us and the realization ought to have its place in our 
vision of life. In the midst of joy and affirmation of life 
one may be struck with sudden sorrow and threat of 
death. 


Early this summer my youngest son and his wife has 
their first child after several miscarriages. It was an event 
of extraordinary joy after years of wearing 
disappointment. Life took on new meaning. The future 
blossomed. It was a new lease on life. But then, early this 
month, my son was struck with melanoma and _ its 
malignancy could not but infect and darken their brave 
new world. Coming as it did so soon after my mother’s 
death from cancer in August and my husband’s surgery 
in September, the news left me stunned and reeling, but 
for his young wife it-is the deepest anguish. 


THERE IS, of course, as much a chance of cure as not, 
but we human beings are drawn to darkness and fear — 
for our sins, as one of my high school teachers would say 
— and the word ‘‘cancer’’ is supercharged with dread. 
Then, too, because we do not give them a place in our 
scenario of life, serious illness, injury and possible death 


The basic questions of life 


come upon us unexpectedly and find us unprepared and 
panicky, and prey to all kinds of fancy. 


But more and more I believe that these circumstances 
are also invaluable opportunities for showing greater 
awareness and greater love towards each other. Often it is 
only when we are in danger of losing something or 
someone that we clearly see their value and importance to 
us. When we are comfortable with our needs met and 
everything going well, it is- easy to grow selfish and 
demanding. If we are lucky sickness or misfortune will 
descend in time to save us from that and jolt us into 
greater effort to demonstrate love and caring in more 
effective ways than before. 


Nor can we overlook the role of a serene, loving and 
calm state of mind in healing both the body and mind. 
Anxiety and fear will never alter anything but our 
potential for happiness. They do not change the progress 
of illness except for the worse, but an accepting, positive, 
loving attitude can literally work miracles. It is not easy to 
face such threats to those we love with optimism and 
unfailing cheerfulness but that is where faith comes in. 


LEFT TO ourselves, the tragedies life inflicts upon us 
would be wholly destructive. Wtih faith in God’s always 
loving and wise control and His intimate concern for the 
perfection of our spiritual and emotional being, we can 
grow away from our fears and deeper into peace of mind 
— even in the midst of sorrow and pain.. 


A mother tames ‘“‘under-motivated lions”’ 


According to the parents I listen to, the four worst 
hours in family life include: the pre-dinner hour; 
breakfast; bedtime, and the hour before Church on 
Sunday. These vary in intensity from family to family, 
each bringing a different level of groan from parents. 


I have written about the pre-dinner and pre-church 
hours in past columns. Now it’s time to tackle the 
remaining two. In this column, let’s consider breakfast. 
We'll hold bedtime until next time . : 

BREAKFAST STRESSES spring from a variety of 
sources but the chief is the need for coordination. The 
mother in the home finds herself in the position of lion 
tamer in a cage full of self-willed but under-motivated 
lions. She has to crack the whip to get each one to do what 
is necessary at each moment or chaos results. 


In most families, this means coordinating the shower, 
dressing and eating times of a number of people to 
dovetail with each’s inner and outer schedule while 
avoiding a pileup along the way. That this is impossible 
doesn’t keep us from trying. It’s just that our whip arms 
get tired. 

There are predictable obstructions to the most carefully 
coordinated effort: an overly long teenager who 
homesteads the bathroom, a dawdling dresser, a reluctant 
breakfaster, a last-second homework doer, a grouchy

spouse and a professional shoe loser. 


THERE WAS a time when our children were younger - 


when I actually tried to orchestrate all this and lost. I 
stopped checking on last minute sleepers and let them 
suffer the consequences of having to bolt breakfast and 
negotiate with someone else for bathroom space. We 


bought each one a sturdy snooze alarm and told them they _ 


were on their own. : 


And the glory of glories it worked, even with very 
young children: I also refused to write them tardy excuses 


_ the few times they dawdled. They didn’t like it but they 


had to deal with an unhappy teacher. Better her than me. 


We also set up a bathroom schedule and if they didn’t 
make it in on time, they had to get out on time. The other 
option was using the cold bathroom which speeded them 
up considerably. 


BREAKFAST WAS harder. I taught long enough to 
recognize the non-breakfast syndrome where students 
sink into a dull glaze-around 10:30, so I insist they eat a 
good breakfast. 


But their definition and mine of same varies 
significantly. I used to insist upon hot cereal or eggs but 
I’ve come to live with cold pizza, leftover macaroni and 
cheese — even cottage cheese — although I don’t watch 


them eat it. Occasionally one eats the lunch he packed the 
night before and then buys lunch at-school. 


All this made me irrelevant in the morning and I 
dutifully sacrifice by getting out of their way and sleeping 
until it is time to see them off. 


BUT FOR parents who are struggling with breakfast 
trauma and young children, let me tell you it pays off. As 
with all mixed blessings, our college-aged children 
returned home last summer. 


My 19-year-old son worked 7-to-7 as lot man at a car 
dealership. He rose at 5:30 by himself and, at my request, 
woke me to write because I was on dealdine with a new 
book. When I emerged, he had coffee made and was 
eating a powerful breakfast of eggs, sausage, toast, 
cookies and whatever else was lying around from the 
night before. 


He cleared the table, rinsed his dishes, packed his lunch 
and came in to tell me goodbye and what we were out of 
for breakfast the next day. The other two followed suit an 
hour or three later. Now it’s their mother who dawdles. 
My mind and memory — what’s left of both — go back to 
those frenzied days when I tried to coordinate the lion kits 
and I state emphatically, ‘‘I am proud to pass the whip on 
to the next generation.’’ 


Determining the hymns for Mass 


They say that everyone loves a parade and the Church 
certainly loves a procession. It is not wrong to compare 
the two events since a procession is a sacred parade. Some 
Catholics remember when every parish had an elaborate 
procession on the feast of Corpus Christi with something 
similar during the month of May to crown Mary as 


Queen. 


I have even heard people say that it would be nice to go 
back to those practices, but what I have in mind at the 
moment is for us to recognize that in the Mass we 
regularly have three processions. 


THESE THREE processions are the entrance 
procession, the procession to bring the bread and wine to 
the altar for the preparation of the gifts and the procession 
to receive Holy Communion. It is hard to imagine a 
parade without music, and the Church finds it hard to 
accept a procession without singing. The usual pattern is 
that the procession is accompanied by song and the 
movement is concluded by the prayer of the priest. 

The purpose of the entrance song is to begin the 
celebration of the Mass, to express and deepen the unity 
of the people and to introduce them to the mystery of the 


season or feast. Appropriate songs are those which reflect 
the nature of the Church, especially as gathered for the 
Holy Eucharist, and those which are in accord with the 
occuring season of the year. 

During ordinary time songs which express praise and 
thanks are very suitable. The entrance song is very 
important for drawing each person away from his own 


individual thoughts or distractions into the community - 


worship which is the Mass. 


THE PROCESSION with the gifts is of secondary 
importance in the Mass and should not overshadow the 
entrance procession or the communion procession. It is 
normally accompanied by song as its nature as a 
procession suggests, but silence may also be observed or, 
outside of Advent and Lent, instrumental music may be 
played. When a song is chosen, it should not speak of 
bread and wine as if they, rather than the body and the 
blood of Christ, were our offering to the Father. Songs 
during the preparation of the gifts correctly express the 
theme of the day or the season. 


The communion song begins as soon as the priest 
receives communion. It ‘‘expresses the spiritual union of 


the communicants who join their voices in a single song, 
shows the joy of all, and makes the communion 
procession an act of brotherhood. (General Instruction, 56, 
Bae 

Hymns which express adoration of the Blessed 
Sacrament are suitable for Benediction but not for Mass. 
During. Lent-Easter and ~Advent-Christmas seasonal 
songs are appropriate as are those which are suited to the 
theme on Sundays in ordinary time. 


ALTHOUGH IT is difficult for most people to sing 
while walking in procession, everyone should be willing to 
make the effort. Songs which are easily memorized, or 
which have a refrain sung by the cantor or choir and 
repeated by the people, usually work best. The cantor or 
choir should be most solicitous to engage the participation 
of the people. 


After communion the priest and people may spend 
some time in silent prayer. If desired, a hymn, psalm, or 
other songs of praise may be sung by the entire 
congregation, but such is not a substitute for the 
communion song. 


The conclusion of the Mass does not, strictly speaking, 
involve a procession and for that reason there is greater 
freedom in the selection of music at that time.

MILWAUKEE (NC) — At the heart of the abortion 
issue are dead babies and grieving mothers, said Jesuit 
Father Robert Faricy. 


Father Faricy, who teaches at the Gregorian University 
in Rome, was one of several speakers at Milwaukee’s first 
archdiocesan. ‘‘Post-Abortion Reconciliation Training 
Day,’’ which drew more than 100 participants, including 
about 80 priests. 


IN OCTOBER, an archdiocesan post-abortion 
outreach program called ‘‘Project Rachel’’ will begin in 
Milwaukee. The project is named after a woman in 
Jeremiah 31: 15-17. In that passage, Rachel mourns for 
her children yet has hope for the future. 


One of the objectives of the training session was to 
identify people who might be willing to participate in 
Project Rachel, said Vicki Thorn, co-director- of the 
archdiocese’s pro-life office. 


The need for a reconciliation program exists, Ms. 
Thorn said, noting that 25 to 40 percent of U.S. women 
who receive abortions are Catholic. She said that recently 
more women who have had abortions have been willing to 
discuss them. 


THE PROGRAM will be modeled after already 
existing projects in St. Paul, Minn., Youngstown, Ohio, 
and Buffalo, N.Y. 


Mission Sunday: U.S.

“And today, standing on this missionary soil of 
America...’” Those words were spoken, not by a pioneer 
or a missionary 300 years ago, but by Pope John Paul II 
during his visit last May to Fairbanks, Alaska. 


The Diocese of Fairbanks, is, in fact, under the pastoral 
care of the Sacred Congregation for the Propagation of 
the Faith, receiving support through the Propagation of 
the Faith just as other mission dioceses in Asia, Africa, 
Latin America and Oceania. 


TO HEAR the Holy Father speak of part of the United 
States as ‘‘missionary”’ territory today is a bit startling. 
Yet, up until 1908, that characterization could be made 
about any place in our country. For more than half of its 
history, the United States has been ‘‘in the missions.’’ 


The pope noted, in Fairbanks, our ‘‘special role in 
sustaining and promoting the missionary efforts of the 
Holy See,’’ specifically through the Propagation of the 
Faith; of the almost $84 million distributed to the missions 
by the Propagation of the Faith last year, nearly half came 
from American Catholics. 


But it is important to realize that the role of the United 
States in establishing the Propagation of the Faith was the 
reverse of its role today — it was then a young Church in 
great need of help. 
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At the training session, Father Ken Metz, archdiocesan 
liaison for Charismatic. Renewal, asked participants to 
imagine themselves or someone close to them being 
pregnant. 


“It’s scary,’’ he said, noting that ‘‘scariness’’ is what 
causes some pregnant women to feel so much panic, guilt, 
and fear that they decide to have abortions. 


FATHER METZ, who is also a member of the 
Association of Christian Therapists, stressed that 
ministering to women who have had abortions does not 
eliminate the need to publicly oppose abortion. ‘‘Wher 
you’re at the pulpit, preach like hell,’’ the priest said. Bui 
when. in the confessional, one must minister ‘‘with the 
love and gentleness of Christ,’’ he said. 


Father Faricy said that when a woman confesses to him 
that she has had an abortion, he asks if she would like him 
to pray or offer a Mass for the aborted baby. 


“Every woman, especially every Catholic woman, 
knows that there was someone alive and now that 
someone is dead,’’ he said. He believes women who have 
had abortions need to know that the baby and God forgive 
her before she can forgive herself. 


NOT EVERYONE who has had an abortion must face 
excommunication, said Father Eugene Fitzsimmons, a 
canon lawyer who spoke on “‘the crime of abortion.’’ 
Girls under age 18, women who are unaware of the canon

BACK IN 1819, in France, Pauline Jaricot decided the 
needs of the Church’s missions could be best served by a 
single collecting agency providing support to all Catholic 
missions and that this support should come from all 
Catholics, rich and poor, each fulfilling his or her 
missionary responsiblity through prayer and a truly 
sacrifical material offering. 


Her plan — and the Society of the Propagation of the 
Faith — came to full realization in response to a plea for 
funds from Bishop Louis Dubourg of Louisiana in 1822. 


That year $4,583 (23,000 francs) was gathered from the 
sacrifices of the lay people of France who were the first 
members of the Propagation of the Faith; one-third of the 
total went to Bishop Dubourg, one-third went to Bishop 
Benedict Flaget of Bardstown, Kentucky, and the rest 
went toward the education of future missionaries. 


FROM THEN on, the Society grew at a rapid pace. It 


received papal authorization in 1823, and became an — 


international organization in 1826; the 1829 total 
collected was 300,000 francs; by 1836 the total was 
727,000 francs. 


The United States continued to be the major recipient 
of this missionary support. Of the total raised from 1822 
to 1832, 42 percent went to mission territories here. From 
1822 to 1861, more than $7 million was provided to the 
missions in the United States. In the 50 years after 1830, 


nearly three million immigrant Catholics arrived from. 


Europe; the Church could not have served them as it did 
without outside help. 


At the same time, this immigrant population helped the 
maturing U.S. Church respond to the growing needs of 
the other, newer mission territories of Africa and Asia.

“They dictate collections for a communications

MISSION TERRITORY — The Diocese of Fairbanks, like 
many mission dioceses in other parts of the world, has a 
shortage of priests. The opportunity for older, married 
men to become permanent deacons has helped the 
Church continue to serve the people of this vast 
diocese, especially in the most remote areas. 


THE FIRST U.S. units of the Propagation of the 
Faith was incorporated in the United States and had its 
first national director. Fittingly, he was a missionary 
bishop from Lyon, France, the birthplace of the 
Propagation of the Faith. 


Today, the Propagation of the Faith is established in 
every diocese in the U.S., with a director appointed by 
each bishop. It has become a worldwide effort: given 
pontifical status in 1922, with its central administration 
shifted to Rome then, the Propagation of the Faith has 
been set up in 90 countries, many of which are still 
“‘mission’’ territory — as the United States was until 
1908.

Recently I visited Glan, a small 
mountain village in the north of 
Ireland. Many of the men and 
women there live in cottages built 
hundreds of years ago by their 
ancestors. Glan people are content 
to grow potatoes, tend the 
animals and to remember their 
history. 

My son, who is related to many 
of these mountain people through 
his father, describes them this 
way: “They are like their land: 
old, strong, reliable and 
unmovable..’ 

Unmovable. Does that mean 
unambitious? I think not. 

Clearly those who live in Glan 
do not seem to be ambitious for 
new places, new people or new 
possessions. They are ambitious, 
though, for their land and for 
their people. They give their 
energies generously to both: 

In summer, sunlight and 
moonlight mingle in this northern 
village. At 9 p.m. whole families 
are “‘doing the hay,”’ cutting and 
stacking, taking advantage of the 
long hours of light. 

Still, when we American cousins 
came upon them in their fields or 
cottages, they had time for tea 
and talk. And their talk was about 
big themes: political freedom, 
death, emigration and the ties of 
blood. 

One mountain man studied my 
son’s face for a long time and pro- 
nounced him a replica of his 
great-grandfather. ‘“‘You have the 
quick, piercing look that sizes up 
a person,’ he was told. 

Another person greeted him 
with the good news that he was 
born of a hearty race. 

The Glan people talk for hours 
about those who have left, like 
my son’s great-grandfather. But 
they have little curiosity about our 
high-powered, high-tech American 
jobs and homes. They prefer to 
study the mountain mists, the 
rocks, the trees, the rivers, the 
foxes and pheasants, and the 
hearts of men and women. 

The ambition of the Glan peo- 
ple is of a different order. Their 
vision is that of the con- 
templative, looking deeply into 
what surrounds them — what is.

trepreneurship. With little money 
but with a great deal of en- 
thusiasm, they bought a 
dilapidated Victorian dwelling. 
Once it was the rectory for the 
town’s Anglican church. 
Together the couple began the 
enormous task of renovation, us- 


ing their own vision and their 
own labor. Moldings were patient- 
ly and painfully scrubbed clean 
with a toothbrush. New plumbing 
and wiring and appliances were 
installed. It took one year’s 
manual labor — 16 hours a day — 
to yield the cozy refuge at the

edge of Wicklow Town. 

When the Saunders looked 
around and saw they had refur- 
bished a half dozen bedrooms, 
they realized their restaurant was 
also an inn. Two babies are part 
of the inn’s warmth, bringing a 
texture of family life to it. 

The Saunders, with their ambi- 
tion to create something new, 
represent a different kind of ambi- 
tion from Glan people. But like 
them, the Saunders’ ambition is 
connected to the wellsprings of 
their own energy and hard, 
demanding work. 

In Glan the goal is to preserve 
what is. For the Saunders, it was 
to build and create what might be.

There are, I think, echoes of 
Christian history in the stories of 
Glan and Wicklow Town. Chris- 
tianity always has carried within it 
an ambition to spread the Gospel. 
But how that ambition takes shape 
can be compared to the two ap- 
proaches I saw in Ireland. 

—One major life choice, 
historically, was that of the con- 
templative. For centuries, this 
meant living within a monastic 
enclosure. 

—The other major choice was 
active, apostolic life in the world. 

Many religious orders were 
organized around these two dif- 
ferent styles of Christian living 
and commitment. 

Contemporary Christian 
spirituality tends to involve both. 
This is particularly applicable to 
the late 20th-century lay person 
who is conscious of his or her 
complex vocation. 

For today’s Christians have 
many planes of commitment: 
homes and families, professions, 
civic communities, parishes and 
increasingly, the far reaches of the 
world. 

We are ambitious for peace 
with justice in all these places. 

But we know that for peace 
with justice to become a reality, 
Wwe must open ourselves more and 
more to the influence of God’s 
Holy Spirit. 

The Spirit purifies our ambitions 
so that, like the people of Glan, 
we discover and celebrate the 
grace already ours; and so that, 
like the innkeepers of Wicklow, 
we can see what might yet come 
to be.

In a riveting scene from the 
play ‘“‘Amadeus,’’ Antonio Salieri 
attempts to strike a bargain with 
God. The composer vows to 
scrupulously observe the com- 
mandments if God will grant him 
the ability to compose a single, 
magnificent masterpiece. 

Later, after hearing Wolfgang 
Amadeus Mozart effortlessly pro- 
duce a brilliant piece of music, 
Salieri has the insight to recognize 
his own lesser talents. Though he 
is a competent composer, he 
realizes the younger Mozaart is a 
musical genius. 

The older composer, overcome 
with jealousy 
and despair, 
turns his 
back on 
God. Salieri 
then uses his 
court posi- 
tion in Vien- 
na to ruin 
Mozart finan- 
cially and 
professional- 
ly. When 
Mozart dies, 
there is the 
suggestion 
that Salieri 
contrived 
somehow to 
poison his rival. 

Salieri is a man consumed with 
ambition in Peter Shaffer’s 
facinating ‘“‘Amadeus.’’ Based 
loosely on historical events, the 
play displays Salieri’s moral 
deterioration as ambition and 
hatred crowd out his more 
generous virtues. 

The character of Salieri in Shaf- 
fer’s play emphasizes the negative 
aspects of ambition. In Salieri, am- 
bition is out of bounds. He 
recognizes no limits as he pursues 
the goal he has set for himself. 


Ambition is a highly ambiguous 
term. It ‘“‘has a good and a bad 
side,’’ explained Norbertine Father 
Alfred McBride. He discussed am- 
bition and the Christian life during 
a recent interview. The well- 
known religious educator is presi- 
dent of the University of Albu- 
querque, N.M. 

Father. McBride noted that a 
person with ambition sets goals 
and makes plans to move ahead. 
Ambition can motivate people to 
achieve high goals, he added. 

But because of the negative con- 
notations associated with the 
word, Christians usually don’t 
think of saints in terms of ambi- 
tion, Father McBride commented. 
Yet “‘the quest for saintliness is an 


ambitious, admirable goal.”’ 

As an example, he pointed to 
St. Catherine of Siena. She had a 
‘“‘consuming passion’: to persuade 
Pope Gregory XI to move the 
papacy back home to Italy. 

For 70 years in the 14th cen- 
tury, during what is called the 
Avignon Papacy, popes lived in 
Avignon, France, rather than in 
their traditional home in Rome, 
Father McBride explained. 

St. Catherine considered this a 
scandalous state of affairs and us- 
ed “‘her personal presence, per- 
sistence and skill in negotiating”’ 
to end the exile in Avignon, 
Father McBride said. 

When she “‘put her mind to it, 
nothing deterred her,”’ the college 
president said. For four months,

he explained, St. Catherine lived 
at Avignon, negotiating with the 
pope, in person or through letters. 
During the negotiations, St. 
Catherine used all her ingenuity to 
think up persuasive arguments. 
For instance, she insisted that the 
presence of the papacy in France 
“‘subordinated the church to the 
French government’’ politically 
and economically, Father McBride 
said. In her view, this would give 
the French government too much 


mbitious Lé: 


“control over the papacy.”’ 

Her most persuasive argument 
was spiritual, Father McBride said. 
It was an appeal to Pope Gregory 
XI’s sense of honor. She reminded 
the pope of a promise he made to 
God while he was still a cardinal, 
after the death of the pope 
preceding him. As the cardinals 
gathered to choose a new pope, 
he had promised to return the 
papacy to Rome if he were 
elected. 

That argument, Father McBride 
said, convinced Pope Gregory XI 
to leave Avignon and go home to 
Rome. And St. Catherine’s great 
ambition was achieved.

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Thoughts on burying one’s talen

One day, completely ignoring 
the Lord’s references to the horri- 
ble fate awaiting him, James and 
John approached Jesus with an in- 


- credibly insensitive request. They 


asked for positions of honor when 
he came into his glory (Mark 
10:37). 

These two brothers, nicknamed’ 
“Sons of Thunder’’ by Jesus, 
could hardly be faulted for lack of 
ambition. It was not, however, a 
praiseworthy ambition. Behind it 
was a self-centered desire for 
prestige and status — and at 
someone else’s expense, in the 
bargain. 

Another time, after the second 
prediction of the Passion, the _ 
whole group of apostles started 
arguing about who was most im- 
portant. Ambition again, of the 
shoddiest sort. 

The desire to be Number One is 


no modern affliction. 

Jesus didn’t chide his apostles 
for being ambitious. But he made 
it clear that if they wanted to 
share in his glory, they had to 
forget themselves and love as 
generously and creatively as he. 


Jesus also had harsh things to 
say about lazy people who fail to 
make the most of their God-given 
talents. A parable in Matthew 25 
develops this theme: 

' A man about to go out of town 
on a business. trip calls in his ser- 
vants and entrusts his funds to 
them ‘‘according to each man’s 
abilities.”’ 


Two servants work diligently at 


investing the money profitably. 
The third, apparently afraid of 
failure, simply digs a hole in the 
ground and buries his share. 

The boss handsomely rewards 
the servants who made a profit. 
His reaction to the third servant is 
terrifying: ‘‘You worthless, lazy 


lout! You know I reap where I 
did not sow and gather where I 
did not scatter. All the more 
reason to deposit my money with 
the bankers, so that on my return 
I would have had it back with in- 
terest... Throw this worthless ser- 
vant into the darkness outside, 
where he can wail and grind his 
teeth.”’ 

Obviously the Lord wants his 


_followers to be ambitious, to 
work hard for success. When we 


put all his teachings on the subject 
together, the result seems to be 
something like this: 

God has given everyone talents 
of various sorts to be used 
profitably. 

However, the aim is not nar- 
row, prideful building up of self 
— an extended ego trip. Satisfac- 
tion in accomplishments should be 
tempered by the constant realiza- 
tion that: we are doing our duty 
(Luke 17:10). Moreover, we are

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One womans drive 
for freedom

Harriet Tubman was a single- 
minded individual whose only am- 
bition was to lead her people to 
freedom. Her motto was: “‘We got 
to go free or die!’ 

And in leading her people out 
of slavery, Mrs. Tubman came to 
be known as the American Moses. 

Like the biblical Moses, she too 
was born into slavery. It was 
around 1820 on a plantation at 
Bucktown on Maryland’s Eastern 
Shore. y 

She learned about freedom early. 
At night, after laboring in the fields 
or in the ‘‘big house’’ all day, the 
slaves often gathered in a win- 
dowless cabin and whispered 
stories about people like Denmark 
Vesey. A free black, who taught 
that all were born equal, he was 
hanged when his plans for insurrec- 
tion were discovered. 

At 6, Harriet went to work for 
her first master, a trapper. Her next 
job was as nurse to a child not 
much younger than herself. Her 
master whipped her severely, per- 
manently scarring her neck. At 10, 
she became a field hand. 

Like Moses, she had no early am- 


bition to be a leader. A single ~ 
. violent episode changed her life. 


“At a cornhusking bee, a slave ran 
away. The overseer caught the 
slave in a country store and 
ordered the girl to hold him so he 
could be beaten. 

She refused and was struck in

with talents and capabilities God 
has given us. on loan. 

In Jesus’ day trades were family 
affairs. Fathers handed on to their 
sons all the arts and skills of the 
business. Jesus reflects this in say- 
ing: ‘‘I solemnly assure you, the 
Son cannot do anything of himself 
— he can do only what he sees 
the Father doing...For the Father 
loves the Son and everything the 
Father does he shows him’’ John 
5:19-20). 

Jesus was keenly conscious of 
his dependence on the Father and 
worked hard to vindicate his 
Father’s trust. All of us are 
children of the same Father, who 
has given us talents and oppor- 
tunities. He invites us to. work 
with him and for him — not just 
for our egocentric interests.

the forehead by a two-pound 
weight. She recovered but remain- 
ed disfigured and suffered from 
seizures the rest of her life. 

In 1844 she married John Tub- 
man. The value of cotton was fall- 
ing and the danger of being ‘‘sold 
south,’’ whether married or not, 
was increasing. But Tubman, 
though free himself, feared his 
wife’s dreams of freedom and 
threatened to tell-her master if she 
ran away. 

In 1849 Mrs. Tubman fled alone. 
Her first refuge was at the home of 
a white neighbor who directed her 
to other stops on the Underground 
Railroad. 

It was a hazardous 90-mile trip 
to Pennsylvania, a free state. Here, 
with freedom a reality for herself, 
Mrs. Tubman determined to take 
up her life’s work. She worked as a 
cook in Philadelphia, saving her 
money to finance freedom trips 
back to what she called ‘the land 
of Egypt.” 

On the first of at least 19 trips 
south she helped a sister and her 
family escape the very day they 
were to be auctioned. 

Later she helped her brothers 
and her parents escape to freedom. 
She also tried, unsuccessfully, to 


persuade her husband to go north.» 


The danger of these trips increas- 


- ed with the enforcement of the 


Fugitive Slave Law which ordered © 
that runaways could be returned to 
their masters. 

But the fearless former slave con- 
tinued to guide her charges to 
freedom in Canada, encouraging 
them on the arduous journey with 
songs and bible stories. Realizing 
that noise could jeopardize 
everyone’s safety, she gave babies 
medication to help them sleep 
and threatened the fainthearted 
with a pistol. 

Despite a $40,000 bounty on her 
head, she was never caught and 
never lost a passenger on the 
Underground Railroad. 

Later she became adept as a 
speaker at anti-slavery meetings. 
Though she never learned to read 
and write, she was-a wonderful 
storyteller: 

After the Civil War she lived in. 
Auburn, N.Y., where she establish- 
ed a home for aged and indigent 
blacks before her death in 1913. 

This courageous 19th-century 
Moses had a kind of ambition I 
admire. Her ambition was for 
others, not for herself. In pursuing 
her ambition, she showed initiative 
and resourcefulness. And she had 
the ability to persuade others to 
join her cause — the anti-slavery 
cause. ;

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Ms. Ferraro: If job and religion conflict, ‘I will resign’ 


PHILADELPHIA (NC) — If holding public office 
conflicts with practicing her faith, ‘‘I will resign,’ 
Democratic vice presidential candidate Geraldine Ferraro 
said Oct. 11 in her nationally televised debate with her 
Republican opponent, Vice President George Bush. 


Election-year controversies over religion and politics 
rose several times during the 90-minute debate, chiefly 
through journalists’ questions about abortion and church- 
state entanglement. 


MS. FERRARO made her comment about resigning 
office rather than going against her beliefs as she defended 
her support for legalized abortion, a position opposed by 
the Catholic bishops of the country. She said her position 
on abortion was one she ‘‘did not come to...very lightly.’’ 


She and Bush defended the right of Catholic bishops 
and other clergymen to speak out strongly on abortion 
and other public issues, whether the cause is considered 
liberal or conservative politically. 


Bush said such. involvement tends to get labeled as 
“merging of church and state’’ only when ‘‘a Catholic 
bishop or an evangelist’’ speaks out. 


MS. FERRARO said she thought religious leaders had 
a duty to address public issues, whether they be civil 
rights or peace or abortion, ‘‘even though (on abortion) 
I’ve been the person that they’ve been speaking up 
about.’” 


Ms. Ferraro said that in 1978, when she first ran for 
Congress, she discussed her views on abortion with ‘‘a 
monsignor currently a bishop.’’ She was referring to 
Bishop Anthony Bevilacqua of Pittsburgh, who was then 
chancellor of the Brooklyn diocese. She said she told him 
that she rejected abortion personally but was not sure if 
she would ‘‘be that self-righteous’ if she became 
pregnant through rape. He told her, ‘‘Gerry, that’s not 
good enough,”’ she said. 

“I said, ‘Okay, that’s my religious view. I will accept 
the teaching of the Church. But I cannot impose my 
religious views on someone else,’’’ Ms. Ferraro said. 


True Cub fans are ‘not depressed’ 


despite ‘39 years of Good Fridays’ 


POLAND, Wis. (NC) — Cub fans are truly going to 
appreciate the resurrection, Father Dean W. 
Dombrowski believes, ‘‘because they’ve had 39 years of 
Good Fridays.”’ 

The day after the Cubs lost their chance to go to the 
_ World Series for the first time since 1945, Father 
_ Dombrowski, pastor of SS. Cyril and Methodius Church 


and an avid fan himself, was taking the defeat in stride. 


“‘A true Cub fan is not that depressed today,’’ he said 
Oct. 8. ‘We didn’t get a full meal but at least we sat at 
the table. It was a heck of a thrilling season.”’ 


THE CUBS won the National League eastern division 
but lost to the San Diego Padres in the playoffs. In true 
Cubs’ style they won the first two games of the five-game 
series, then lost three in a row. 


“They didn’t choke,’’ Father Dombrowski insisted. 
“‘The other team just got hot.’ 


According to Father Dombrowski, ‘‘There’s nothing 
that compares with your first love.’’ That’s why a satellite 
dish next to the rectory at SS. Cyril and Methodius parish 
in Poland, 200 miles from Chicago, brings all the Cub 
games into Father Dombrowski’s living room. 


FATHER DOMBROWSKI has an official red, white 
and blue Cubs jacket and a dog named Cubbie. ‘‘I bleed 
Cub blue,” he said, using a phrase popularized by Los 
Angeles Dodgers’ manager Tom Lasorda about his team. 


Three times this year he drove from his parish in the 
Green Bay Diocese to Chicago to see a baseball game ‘“‘in 
the daylight, on real grass”’ in the ‘‘friendly confines’’ of 
Wrigley Field. 

In the year he has been at SS. Cyril and Methodius his 
parishioners have learned to love the Cubs, too. ‘‘People 
are supportive. It’s community-building,’’ Father 
Dowbrowski said. 
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BUSH OFFERED a different view of abortion, 
however. ‘‘I don’t consider abortion a religious issue,’’ he 
said. ‘‘I consider it a moral issue.’’ 


Bush said he and President Reagan favor a 
constitutional amendment to outlaw abortion. He would 
like to see ‘‘an exception for rape and incest’’ as well as 
for a danger to the life of the mother, while Reagan wants 
an exception ‘‘only for the life of the mother,’’ Bush said. 


Despite that personal difference, ‘‘I support the 
president’s position and comfortably,’’ he said. 


ON THE controversy over prayer in public schools, 
Bush said he and Reagan ‘‘don’t think it’s right to 
prohibit kids from praying in school. For years, kids were 
allowed to pray in schools. We don’t think that’s a merger 
of church and state to have a non-mandatory, voluntary, 
non-government-ordered prayer.”’ 


Ms..Ferraro, however, accused the Republican leaders 
of ‘‘a real fudging of’’ church-state separation on school 
prayer and on the Republican platform position that 
federal judges should be pro-life. 


‘‘What I do have a (church-state) problem with,’’ she 
said, ‘‘is when the president of the United States gets up 
in Dallas and addresses a group of individuals and said to 
them that anybody who doesn’t support his constitutional 
amendment for prayer in the schools is intolerant of 
religion.”’ 

NOTING THAT there are ‘‘numerous. religious 
groups’” among those who oppose .a school prayer 
amendment, she asked, ‘‘Are they intolerant of religion? 
Is that what the president is saying?’’ 


Bush made no answer to that charge in his brief 
rebuttal period. He responded vigorously, however, to 
Ms. Ferraro’s claim that the Rev. Jerry Falwell, leader of

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After some months of intensive 
missionary preparation at San Fernando, 
Junipero Serra and a number of other 
friars were appointed to the Sierra Gorda 
region of Mexico, located in the heart of 
the Sierra Madre Oriental. 


In that vast mountainous area lived the 
half-wild Pames Indians. The valleys 
there are few and small and the arable 
land is studded with rocks. Then and 
now, life in the Sierra Gorda is rugged 
and unpredictable, day or night, the year 
around. 


AT THE TIME of Serra’s. arrival, 
Christianity had touched the Pames little. 
Those few who had been baptized were 
poorly instructed. The economic and 
spiritual conditions that Fray Junipero 
Serra found in Jalpan were anything but 
promising. 

Serra found about 1,000 “‘practicing’’ 
Catholics in the region. With Fray 
Francisco Paldéu, his assistant, he set out 
to learn the language of the Pames — a 
challenge that taxed the Mallorcan’s 
intellectual talents.

When he was sufficiently proficient, 
Serra translated the body of Christian 
doctrine and a number of traditional 
prayers into Pame. Before long, he was

able to preach in the language and this, 
together with his gentle example, won 
them over to a Christian form of life. 


SERRA HAD a sense of the dramatic 
and he used it to advantage. 
Occasionally, for example, he would go to 
confession in the sanctuary of the Church 
in full view of the congregation, an action 
that. had a telling effect on even the 
simplest mind. 


By example, persuasion and eloquent 
preaching Fray Junipero succeeded in 
bringing the Indians around to their 
Catholic obligations so that nearly all 
complied with the minimum duty of the 
Paschal precept. 


Serra motivated the Indians to worship 
God by providing for them the splendor 


of the liturgy. The major feasts were 


solemnized with ceremonies and 
devotions. Christmas was celebrated in 
the Franciscan fashion by a mystery play 
similar to those of his native Petra, 
enacted by the children whom he trained 
for the purpose. 

With this untutored people of the hills, 


Indians 

Serra realized that visual expression of 
religion in dramatic form was of prime 
importance. If such expression was of 
significance in Mallorca after nearly a 
thousand years of Christianity, it was still 
more important in the Sierra where the 
faith was only taking root. 


FRAY JUNIPERO began his ministry 
in the Sierra Gorda as missionary pastor » 
of Jalpan. In 1751, he was named 
presindent of the Sierra Gorda missions, a 
position he held for three years. 


During his ‘tenure, Serra visited the 


missions of his area, to comfort and | 


sustain the friars, to oversee the general 
progress and to chide or encourage as the 
case warranted. Several times he was 
required to visit Mexico City on business. 

Ever so gradually, the friar put into 
operation the rules drawn up by Fray 
Pedro Perez de Mezquia and _ those 
regulations were to become the blueprint 
for all the missions sponsored by the 
colleges of Uerétaro, San Fernando and 
Zacatecas. Their influence was to reach 
as far as San Francisco in Alta California.

THE COUNCIL also compiled a 
controversial physicians’ survey and 
published a list of what doctors will and 
will not perform abortions and what 
doctors refer pregnant women to doctors 
who will abort.

Original Sin, a song by Inxs, speaks 
about interracial dating and the problems 
interracial couples face. Occasionally I 
receive letters indicating that young 
people are interested in interracial dating 
and have questions about it. 


The topic is difficult to write about 
because of its complexity and _ this 
column’s space limitations. However, I 
present the following thoughts for 
consideration. 


The song suggests that many 
interracial couples run into trouble. Such 
images as playing ‘‘with fire,’’ ‘‘original 
sin’? and dreams ‘‘washed away’’ 
pervade the song’s message with 
apprehension. The song does not describe 
what happened to the couple but clearly 
the relationship did not survive. 


There are some who would say that the 
concept of interracial dating is wrong in 
itself. I cannot agree. Authentic love is a 
disposition of one’s will and heart, and 
doesn’t depend on one’s skin color or 
cultural background. 


Love enters our lives as a free gift. But 
it begins with God and God knows no 
boundaries of nation, culture or skin 
color. 


Love is lived out in society, however, in 
towns and cities with people who hold 
differing values and sometimes prejudices 
too. Interracial couples will face these 
social conditions. To assume that love is 
all that matters is to be naive about the 
pressures these couples may face. 


Contrary to the popular romantic 
proverb, love does not conquer all. 


This is not to say that every interracial 
relationship is doomed to failure or that 
support can never be found for them. 
What is important is that the interracial 
couple be aware of the pressures they may 
face, their differences in heritage and 
culture, and how these factors affect 
couples as individuals. E 


Certainly an interracial couple will 
need much individual strength and 
maturity to handle the pressures. 


Every relationship faces challenges. 
The growth and ability of love to.endure 
depends on how openly a _ couple 
acknowledge these challenges and work 
together to overcome them.

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Program looks at criminal justice 


By Henry Herx 


NEW YORK (NC) — Crime is one of the nation’s few 
growth industries, but our prison system has failed to 
keep pace. The resulting crisis in criminal justice is 
examined in Crime and Punishments, the sixth program 
in the 13-part series ‘‘The Constitution: That Delicate 
Balance.’’ The segment airs Tuesday, Oct. 13; 10-11 
p.m. on PBS. ; 


The constitutional issue is whether the overcrowding of 
inmates in inadequate prison facilities violates the Eighth 
Amendment’s prohibition against cruel and unusual 
punishment. When a court rules there is such a violation, 
other locations must be found for inmates in excess of the 
number for which the prison can provide humane 
treatment. 


BECAUSE THE nation’s jail population is at an all- 
time high, the practical effect of such a court order will be 
the arbitrary selection and release of the required number 
of prisoners. It is an inadequate solution to a growing 
problem, according to the panel of distinguished jurists, 
law enforcement officials, prison administrators, 
government executives and others participating in the 
program. 


Using a hypothetical case as the starting point, 
moderator Charles Nesson of the Harvard Law School 
questions the panelists about the process involved. It is a 
fascinating exercise in democratic theory and political 
realities, with obvious tensions between the jurists and 
those responsible for running the prisons. 


The final portion of the program concerns capital 
punishment and generates. instant controversy. The 
segment ends on the note of the brutalizing effect 
executions have on society.

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Film depicts a widow’s 
Depression era plight

NEW YORK (NC) — Places in the Heart (Tri-Star) is 
writer-director Robert Benton’s celebration of his. past — 
not exactly as it was, perhaps, but as it is remembered. 


The time is 1935. The place, Waxahachie, Texas. 


EDNA SPALDING (Sally Field) sees her husband, 
Royce (Ray Baker), the local sheriff, get up from his 
Sunday dinner in answer to an urgent knock at the door. 
Within the hour, his deputies carry him back, shot 
through the chest by a-young man too drunk to know 
what he was doing. He dies on the very table he had been 
eating at so short a time before. 


Life changes at once for Edna and her two young 
children. She confides her sense of helplessness to her 
sister, Margaret (Lindsay Crouse), a woman who has yet 
to discover that her own security is threatened by an affair 
her handsome, smooth-talking husband, Wayne (Ed 
Harris), is carrying on with her best friend, Viola (Amy 
Madigan). 

But when an unctuous, self-serving banker (Lane 
Smith) all but orders Edna to sell her farm to avoid 
foreclosure — even though it means moving in with her 
sister and giving her children over to the care of other 
relatives — she gets mad and determines to make a go of 
it somehow. 


WITH THE aid of Moze (Danny Glover), a black 
drifter who knows all there is to know about farming, she 
plants 30 acres of cotton despite the perils of such an 
enterprise in the midst of the Depression. 


She gains another ally in Mr. Will (John Malkovich), a 
veteran blinded in the war. Practically forced upon her as 
a boarder by the banker, who is his brother-in-law, the 
taciturn, embittered man undergoes a change of heart 
confronted by the day-to-day evidence of Edna’s courage 
and goodness. 


Places in the Heart is very well acted, with Ms. Field 
turning in an even better performance here than she did 
in Norma Rae. Glover is superb as Moze. Malkovich and 
Ms. Crouse do wonders with rather sketchy roles, and 
Yankton Hatten and Gennie James are also very good as 


Edna’s two children. The smallest role seems cast to- 


perfection. 


YOU COULD argue that everybody is just a shade too 
nice in Places in the Heart and that everything falls into 
place much too neatly, and you could argue it. with 
considerable cogency. The religious theme, moreover, 
summed up in a communion liturgy at the end, doesn’t go 
as deeply as it should. Whatever the stress — a tornado, 
sudden death — nobody seems to pray except at the times 
prescribed by custom. 


But even though Benton seems to have played it safe 
throughout and gone for the expected response, his film is 
still very moving, much more so than his glossy, over- 
praised Kramer vs. Kramer. Despite its shortcomings, 
Places in the Heart is an impressive accomplishment, a 
moving and quite entertaining film.
